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MASTER'S IN ART THERAPY 

George Washington University has initiated a new, multidisciplinary master's 
degree program in art therapy, the field which uses art as a vehicle for the 
psychotherapeutic expression of personal problems. 

The program is given in accordance with the university's Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences newly developed degree, the master of arts in special studies. 

The 30-hour course of study bridges many disciplines--- psychology, art, 
psychiatry, education, and rehabilitation. The art therapy courses themselves are 
built upon the foundation laid by the Washington School of Psychiatry and will be 
taught in its specialized facility. 

Master's candidates must have some experience in the graphic and plastic arts. 
Applications for the term beginning in February 1972 are due by Jan. 1. 

The degree in art therapy, which can be achieved on a part-time basis, com¬ 
bines both theory and practice, as well as emphases on adults, children, and the 
family. 

The program in art therapy is coordinated by Bernard I. Levy, professor of 
psychology, and Elinor Ulman, assistant professorial lecturer, who is the founder- 
publisher of the American Journal of Art Therapy. 

Hanna Yaxa Kwiatkowska, assistant professorial lecturer, is also a consultant 
in art therapy to the National Institute of Mental Health. Mrs. Kwiatkowska 
is known for her research and clinical work in the frontier of family art therapy. 
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She will teach seminars in the techniques of art therapy and the use of art in 
work with families. 

As the program develops. Edith Kramer, author of Art Therapy in a Children's 
Community and Art as Therapy with Children, will teach highly specialized and 
advanced seminars in art therapy with children. 

Although its roots span many years, art therapy has just recently become an 
organized discipline whose methods and insights are an aid in the communication 
of psychological insights. Where practiced, it is an integral part of mental 
health activities. 

The introductory courses in art therapy are open to interested students in 
related fields.

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W ASHINGTON, D. C. has, 
by all odds, the largest con¬ 
centration of news cor¬ 
respondents in the world, 
with 1700 writers and editors repre¬ 
senting 1300 publications and radio- 
TV stations. Dateline Washington gets 
attention all over the country on mat¬ 
ters of national issues. And in business 
today it is hard to find an area that does 
not, sooner or later, become part of a 
national issue. 

The getting and giving of information 
is a major industry in Washington. Not 
just a center where news is made, Wash¬ 
ington is a giant, ever expanding re¬ 
pository of information fed by the Fed¬ 
eral Government. The principal occu¬ 
pation of the press then, is digging in 
this mine, weighing and assaying, in¬ 
terpreting, communicating. 

Public relations, too, works this same 
mine. Whether you’re in corporation 
or trade association public relations, 
represent labor, health, education or 
welfare, there is something going on in 
Washington that bears on your organi¬ 
zation’s future. Much of the time 
Washington public relations plays a 
watchdog role, is an intelligence opera¬ 
tion. But when the time comes to take 
a public stand, the Washington press 
corps offers facilities of dissemination 
which are unequalled. Clearly, in this 
vast apparatus, no public relations man 
can claim that he is on personal terms 
with the entire press. And, no matter 
how wide his acquaintanceship, there 
is a constant shifting in the personnel 
of the press. (This year alone there 
have been changes of the top man in 
six major bureaus, to say nothing of 
200 other personnel shifts.) 

For many years the Washington press 
corps was concentrated in two areas, 
on Capitol Hill and the National Press 
Building downtown. As the corps has 
expanded, however, several bureaus 
have pushed away from the center to 
take advantage of the boom in office, 
buildings. But it is still relatively easy 
and inexpensive to reach the many me¬ 
dia by hiring a cab by the hour. 

Whether they have offices or operate 
out of their homes, many correspond¬ 
ents spend their days at the Congres¬ 
sional Galleries. There are eight such 
galleries, four each in the Senate and 
the House, for newspaper, radio-TV 
and periodical correspondents and for 
photographers. If your client or organi¬ 
zation is involved in a Congressional 
hearing, for instance, it is essential that

you keep these galleries informed of 
any statements you are issuing. How¬ 
ever, only a portion of the Washing¬ 
ton newsgatherers are accredited to 
these galleries. In the case of news¬ 
papers, the publication represented must 
be entitled to second-class mailing priv¬ 
ileges. For periodicals, the publication 
must be “supported chiefly by advertis¬ 
ing and owned and operated independ¬ 
ently of any industry, business, associ¬ 
ation, or institution.” This eliminates 
a number of important publications, 
particularly newsletters. The listings of 
the accredited correspondents is, there¬ 
fore, an imperfect census of the news 
media because some of the sharpest 
journalists are not accredited. 

HEARTLAND OF PRESS 

Important though the galleries are, 
the National Press Building, with the 
National Press Club occupying the top 
two floors, is still the heartland of the 
press corps. Sandwiched in with major 
bureaus are numerous one man inde¬ 
pendents, the Japanese press corps, 
Tass y Poultry & Eggs Marketing, Neue 
Zuercher Zeitung. There is Edgar A. 
Poe of the Times Picayune who re¬ 
fused to leave when his paper joined 
Newhouse. Luther Huston of Editor & 
Publisher shares space with a dead 
man, whose wife will not remove the 


name from the door. Press building 
tenants resent paying for name changes, 
on doors, so that a once prominent 
trade publication, deceased some years 
ago, is still listed. There are public re¬ 
lations firms, lobbyists, mailing services, 
a printing plant, photographers, Ralph 
Nader, TV photo journalists, lawyers, 
two Christian Science practitioners, an 
answering service for building tenants, 
and a ladies dresses sales room. The 
Press Building has more than its share 
of locked doors and mail stacked high 
outside; the occupant may be in Saigon, 
on the Hill or in the Press Club bar. 

The Press Club is the convenient 
meeting place for breakfast, morning 
coffee, for lunch, for dinner and it has 
two bars. The Member’s Bar, exclu¬ 
sively male, is a convivial exchange for 
shop talk, information trading and 
club politics. Most of the press mem¬ 
bers have long adjusted to the presence 
of public relations men. However, 
there are unwritten taboos. Newsmen 
take very unkindly to the presence of 
anyone taking notes, no matter how in¬ 
nocently, while they are talking, be¬ 
cause conversations are off the record. 
Recently a well regarded public rela¬ 
tions man got into unexpected trouble 
when he sent out invitations inviting 
newsmen to have a drink in the bar 
with his client. He was informed that 
the bar was not to be used for “press 
conferences!” 


The Press Club provides one of the 
major forums in the country for news¬ 
makers. Practically every world figure 
has addressed one of its luncheons at 
one time or another. 

The Washington press corps does not 
suffer fools gladly and that, by defini¬ 
tion, includes some public relations 
men. Years ago one notoriously unre¬ 
liable press agent type happened to 
witness the crash of a commercial air¬ 
liner in the Potomac. He rushed to 
telephone the city desk of one of the 
papers and blurted out the story. When 
he identified himself, the phone went 
down and the paper missed a scoop. 


WORKING SELECTIVELY 


The Washington correspondent is 
used to having access to everyone from 
the President on down. He knows he 
is in a special class, believes it is a 
high calling. He understands the value 
of public relations men, but he ex¬ 
pects that they understand the work¬ 
ings of the Washington press. It is im¬ 
portant anywhere Jto work selectively 
"with the press, but it is essential in“ 

Washington, ihe easiest way to throw 

away money and gain resentment is to 
put the press corps on a general re¬ 
lease list. 

Whatever your area of interest may 
be, there is probably some one in the 
press corps who has both an interest in 
it and is knowledgeable. He expects you 
to find him, not to try to reach him 
with a dragnet. But he does not always 
make himself easy to find. Those who 
are listed in the Congressional Directory 
are in random order, with no clue as 
to their specialties or assignments. 
Many publications are not listed in the 
telephone directory, not because they 
are hiding, but because they list under 
the publishing company name and you 
are expected to know this. But the 
search is worth the effort. The Washing¬ 
ton press is not just useful for the re¬ 
leasing of information, it can provide 
you with valuable information. 

Washington is organized for the serv¬ 
ing of the press. AP and UPI have City 
Wires. Each morning they list all im¬ 
portant engagements of officials, start¬ 
ing with the President, the meetings of 
Congressional committees, and news 
conferences. They also mention the 
meetings in town, the luncheons and 
the important people staying in hotels. 
Even though you send special invita¬ 
tions, be sure to list your news confer¬ 
ence on the City Wire. 

If you want to distribute a press re¬ 
lease, there are special services which 
constantly make the rounds of the ma¬ 
jor bureaus. Some of them have mini- 
trucks and motorcycles, to cover the 
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outlying areas, such as TV stations or 
the National Observer in Silver Spring. 

Teams of photo-journalists are ready 
to serve you on special assignment. 
These are correspondents who are ac¬ 
credited but who work for a fee to 
give you special coverage. For instance, 
a company is making a film with a 
Washington background. To lend au¬ 
thenticity it can hire one of these groups 
to cover a White House news confer¬ 
ence. 

Printing plants are especially geared 
to the needs of the media and of pub¬ 
lic relations. Several publications are 
turned out overnight. 

Because of the number of publica¬ 
tions originated in Washington, there 
are many sophisticated direct mail spe¬ 
cialists who promote these publications. 
The Direct Mail Association of Wash¬ 
ington, founded only 14 years ago, is 
today the country’s largest local asso¬ 
ciation. Many companies in computer 
technology have sprung up, and one 
new newsletter is printed by computer 
and personally addressed. One large 
temporary office agency has burgeoned 
by providing office space, the direction 
of conventions and conferences for out 
of town public relations men. The ho¬ 
tels know the facilities needed for news 
conferences and how to handle TV 
crews. This is part of the routine. 


THE LADIES COMPETE 


Washington is a newspaper women’s 
town. Here women compete on equal 
terms for the news, not just the wom¬ 
en’s angle, or fashion or home life. A 
woman heads the Washington Post . 
A woman representing a small radio 
station in Oklahoma scooped the press 
corps on the resignation of Secretary 
McNamara. Barred from membership 
in the National Press Club, the women 
have two clubs of their own, Amer¬ 
ican Newspaper Women’s Club and 
Women’s National Press Club, plus a 
very active chapter of the American 
Women in Radio and TV. 

Another asset for the publicist is the 
corps of free lance writing talent avail¬ 
able. Men and women representing 
numerous specialties are on tap. And 
many of the press corps themselves are 
not adverse to some moonlighting. 

To sum up, for media resources, out¬ 
lets, facilities, information gathering 
and expert knowledge, the Washington 
press corps can be a public relations 
practitioner’s best friend. But if he 
doesn’t know how the press corps is or¬ 
ganized, how it functions and where to 
find the right people, it can be a night¬ 
mare. Because when you fall on your 
face in Washington, the whole world 
is watching. □ 


W HAT the public relations 
practitioner has to know 
and can learn quickly is 
the structure of the Wash¬ 
ington press corps. The logical start¬ 
ing place is with the three general news 
services, the Associated Press (staff of 
89), the United Press International 
(staff of 61) and Reuters, (staff of 20), 
the British wire service which now pro¬ 
vides a U. S. service. These bureaus, 
with their teletypes in most of the 
other bureaus and even some of the 
large public relations agencies, cover 
the entire Washington scene, serving 
newspapers and radio-TV all over the 
world. In addition to assigning veter¬ 
an correspondents to the major govern¬ 
ment offices, and the Congress, the AP 
and UPI have special staffs to serve 
the needs of each region of the coun¬ 
try, as well as foreign countries. 

Despite the vast outpouring from the 
wire services, 527 U. S. newspapers 
have their own bureaus, some of them 
with fairly sizable staffs. The New York 
Times is by far the largest, with 32 
professionals. Other major newspapers 
and their professional staffs include: 
Los Angeles Times, 15; Baltimore Sun, 
13; Chicago Tribune, 12; New York 
Daily News, 11; St. Louis Post-Dis¬ 
patch, 9; Chicago Sun-Times, 7; Chi¬ 
cago Daily News, Minneapolis Tribune, 
Newsday, Philadelphia Bulletin, 5 each; 
Dallas News and Detroit News , 4 
each; Boston Globe, Boston Herald 
Traveler , Des Moines Register & Tri¬ 
bune , Chattanooga Times, 3 each. 

Other large staffs include the Wall 
Street Journal, 18; New York Journal 
of Commerce, 8; and Christian Science 
Monitor, 10 . 

If you miss some familiar names of 
major papers, chances are they are 
owned by one of the large chains which 
maintain bureaus for their own papers. 
These include Scripps Howard, 30; 
Newhouse, 20; Gannett, 12; Knight, 9; 
and Copley and Hearst with 7 each. 

The several hundred other papers 
not mentioned are mostly represented 
by independent Washington bureaus 
which handle a number of disparate 
papers. The largest such independent is 
Griffin-Larrabee, representing 26 news¬ 
papers. Carpenter has 19 and Timmons, 
18. There are also many one-man 


bureaus with several papers each. The 
largest one-man bureau is run by Helene 
C. Monberg, with ten Western publica¬ 
tions. Recently added to the Washing¬ 
ton scene are bureaus set up by the Me- 
dill School of Journalism (Northwestern 
University) and the University of Mis¬ 
souri School of Journalism staffed by 
graduate students working under a bu¬ 
reau chief who is a professor. What 
it adds up to is, that unless you are 
from Wyoming, you will find your state 
well represented in the press corps. 

In addition, there are 16 specialized 
publications represented, ranging from 
the American Banker to Variety and 
the seven papers of the Fairchild Publi¬ 
cations, which has a 12-member bureau. 

But the influence of the Washington 
press is not limited to its news-gather¬ 
ing capability. Your clients are more 
often going to find their friends and 
enemies among the 60 nationally syn¬ 
dicated columnists who represent every 
part of the political spectrum. This is 
where you find Joseph Alsop, the two 
Drummonds, Evans-Novak, David 
Lawrence, and William S. White. The 
list continues to grow each year for old 
correspondents do not retire, they start 
syndicates of their own. 


SPECIAL STATUS PAPERS 


The daily press in the city of Wash¬ 
ington must also be considered in any 
matters of national issues. Of the three 
papers only one, the tabloid Daily 
News, behaves pretty much as a local 
paper. But to the Washington Post 
and Evening Star, national and inter¬ 
national developments are the stuff that 
makes front pages. And on their staffs 
you will find over and above the usual 
daily newspaper departments, large 
staffs of specialists in national and for¬ 
eign events. These papers have spe¬ 
cial status because they are read each 
day by the Congress and the Executive 
branch and the special interest leaders 
and lawyers and lobbyists and public 
relations men and the press corps it¬ 
self. 

Are you involved in international 
public relations? There are 105 foreign

newspapers represented in Washington, 
for 29 different countries. Twenty are 
Canadian. England, Japan and Ger¬ 
many, each country with approximately 
ten newspapers each, have the largest 
bureaus. In addition, many major 
countries have radio-TV bureaus and 
additional foreign coverage is provided 
by UN correspondents based in New 
York, but visiting Washington fre¬ 
quently. The press counselors of the 
embassies can be helpful locating cor¬ 
respondents of their countries, many of 
whom make frequent trips throughout 
the United States. 

The electronic media have made 
Washington news a part of the daily 
fare of all TV viewers and radio listen¬ 
ers. In the performance of this task the 
press corps has been vastly augmented, 
with the major networks maintaining 
bureaus comparable in size to those of 
the large newspapers. CBS and NBC 
each have 24 news correspondents; ABC 
has 16 and Mutual 12. In addition, 
various groups of stations such as 
Group W. Metromedia, Storer, Time- 
Life, General Electric have bureaus. 


THIRTY STATES REPRESENTED 


Again, as with the newspapers, there 
are also independent news bureaus 
which cover for a variety of smaller 
stations around the country. In all, 
more than one hundred stations from 
thirty states are thus represented. 

Metropolitan Washington has 51 TV, 
AM and FM stations. The major net¬ 
work affiliates also have their own news 
bureaus on national affairs to the ex¬ 
tent that the Washington audience 
sometimes does not know whether the 
news correspondent is network or local. 
The NBC affiliate, WRC, has 18 cor¬ 
respondents and WMAL (ABC), 16. 
The CBS outlet, WTOP, has recently 
gone to an all news format, with 16 TV 
correspondents and 28 radio newsmen. 
Small wonder that the physical prob¬ 
lems of accommodating the press at a 
major function are staggering. 

Back in the print media, 18 national 
magazines, familiar to all publicists, 
have representation. As one might ex¬ 
pect, the largest bureaus, ranging in 
size from 12 to 20, are maintained by 
Newsweek, Reader s Digest and Time. 
But Washington is also the home of 
several national magazines. A giant 
by any measurement is U. S . News & 
World Report (1,675,000 circulation) 
with an editorial staff of 76. Washing¬ 
ton is the headquarters of Changing 
Times (Kiplinger), National Observer 
(Dow Jones), the New Republic, and a 
new magazine, Rapport, aimed at the 
youth audience. And in a class by itself 


is the National Geographic with 6,100,- 
000 subscribers. 

Anyone dealing with the Washington 
scene should be well aware af two os¬ 
tensibly local magazines, with an in¬ 
creasing outside readership. The Wash¬ 
ingtonian, which aims at the interests 
of officialdom and the new Washington 
Monthly, run by a group of corres¬ 
pondents, devoted to the workings—and 
failings—of Federal Government. 


HEAVY MAGAZINE CONCENTRATION 


It is when one gets to the specialized 
magazines that the sheer bulk of Wash¬ 
ington journalism begins to emerge. 
Name most any important trade publi¬ 
cation and the chances are good that 
it has a Washington bureau. There are 
175 of these represented. By all odds 
the dominant bureau is McGraw-Hill 
with 39 publications and a staff of 47. 
Chilton, Conover Mast, Penton are a 
few other major trade publishers which 
provide Washington coverage for their 
magazines. 

But this is far from the end. There 
are 210 more specialized magazines 
that are published and headquartered in 
Washington. A number are in the mili¬ 
tary field, like American Aviation Pub¬ 
lications, with 12 magazines and daily 
newsletters. There is Army Times 
(190,000 circulation) and its two com¬ 
panion publications, Air Force Times 
and Navy Times . 

Well known to the business field is 
Nation's Business (815,000 circulation) 
published by the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce. The radio-TV trade journals 
Broadcasting and Television Digest are 
Washington products. And there are 
big labor publications, such as The 
Machinist (900,000 circulation), the 
many publications of the National Edu¬ 
cation Association and the American 
Chemical Association, to say nothing 
of scores of esoteric and diverse jour¬ 
nals. 

The narrow, in depth character of 
many Washington publications is epito¬ 
mized in the 128 newsletters and report¬ 
ing services based there. The two largest 
are the Bureau of National Affairs, a 
spin off of David Lawrence’s U. S . 
News, and Kiplinger Washington Edi¬ 
tors. Besides its famous letter, Kip¬ 
linger has four other letters. BNA has 
20 or more technical reports, many of 
them, like Daily Report for Executives, 
written and transmitted overnight. 
Other well read newsletters are 7. F. 
Stone's Weekly, Peripherial Weekly, 
Desalting Digest. Diversification News 
and FDC Reports, the latter with five 
newsletters covering the drug field. □ 
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
